663.  Roman  Marble  Bust  of  a Dancing  Satyr;  1st  century  A.D.  In  Greek  mythology, 

satyrs  are  inseparably  associated  with  the  worship  of  Dionysus  and  represent 
the  luxuriant  and  vital  powers  of  nature.  Satyrs  are  believed  to  be  the  sons  of 
Hermes  and  I phthima,  or  of  the  Naiads.  Hesiod  wrote  that  they  were  a race 
good  for  nothing  and  unfit  for  work.  They  are  invariably  described  as  fond  of 
wine  and  ever  kind  of  sensual  pleasure.  In  Hellenistic  art  (400  - 1 st  cent.  B.C.) 
Dionysian  themes  were  often  chosen;  however,  satyrs  were  transformed  from 
lascivious  goat-men  into  sprightly  youths  as  depicted  here.  This  magnificent 
bust  is  a superb  illustration  of  the  trend  in  Hellenistic  sculpture  toward  greater 
movement  and  realism.  The  artist  grants  the  satyr  a sense  of  three- 
dimensional  movement  by  placing  the  various  body  components  at  decided 
different  angles,  raising  the  left  leg  and  crossing  over  the  right  shoulder,  thus 
creating  a discernable  twist  in  the  torso.  The  torso  is  beautifully  modeled,  the 
strong  contrasts  realistically  define  the  satyr's  muscles,  revealing  the  structure 
of  his  pose.  As  a result  the  torso  is  imparted  with  such  a feeling  of 
spontaneity,  strength  and  vitality  that  it  appears  as  if  this  playful  satyr  was 
frozen  mid-dance.  See  Color  Plates  21”  high 85000 

664.  Roman  Mosaic;  4th-5th  century  A.D.  Three  loosely  related  romantic  scenes 
from  Greek  Mythology,  all  figures  identified  by  inscriptions.  The  right  panel 
depicts  Dionysus  and  his  bride  Ariadne.  Both  are  standing  with  drapery 
hanging  loosely  around  their  shoulders  and  legs,  Dionysus  with  a wreath  of 
ivy  in  his  hair.  According  to  myth,  Ariadne,  the  daughter  of  King  Minos,  fell  in 
love  with  the  Athenian  hero  Theseus,  and  in  return  for  his  promise  of  marriage, 
helped  him  escape  from  the  labyrinth  after  slaying  the  dreaded  Minotaur. 
They  fled  together  from  Crete,  but  Ariadne  was  abandoned  the  next  morning 
on  the  island  of  Naxos,  where  Dionysus  appeared  to  her  and  made  her  his 
wife.  The  central  scene  shows  two  of  Dionysus’  frenzied  followers,  identified 
by  the  inscription  as  the  satyr  “Skirtos"  and  a Bacchae.  Skirtos,  meaning  "the 
Leaper”  was  specifically  named  by  the  2nd  cent.  B.C.  writer,  Dioscorides  as 
an  attendant  of  Dionysus.  The  Bacchae,  or  Maenads,  were  priestess  of 
Dionysus  who  through  wine  and  other  rituals  worked  themselves  into  a frenzy 
at  Dionysian  festivals.  She  is  portrayed  playing  the  symbols  while  Skirtos 
dances.  A similar  scene  appears  on  a silver  dish  from  the  Mindenhall 
Treasure  at  the  British  Museum.  The  left  panel  illustrates  the  myth  of  Galatea 
and  the  Kyklops.  The  one-eyed  Polyphemus  fell  in  love  with  Galatea,  but  she 
disliked  his  uncouth  attentions  and  was  herself  in  love  with  Acis.  One  day,  the 
two  lovers  hid  themselves  when  they  herd  Polyphemus  singing  of  his  love  for 
Galatea.  Unfortunately  they  were  detected;  Galatea  escaped  by  diving  into 
the  sea,  but  Polyphemus  crushed  Acis  with  a hugh  rock.  As  he  lay  dying, 
Galatea  turned  Acis  into  the  river  which  has  since  born  his  name.  The  myth 
was  an  extremely  popular  theme  in  poetry  during  the  Hellenistic  period  and 
was  often  used  in  Roman  art.  Galatea  is  depicted  lying  half  submerged  in  the 
river  Acis  while  Polyphemus  reclines  on  a boulder,  the  rock  used  to  fell  Acis  to 
his  left.  The  mosaic  makes  beautiful  use  of  color;  its  palette,  mainly  browns, 
greens  and  yellows.  The  figures  are  sensitively  shaded  and  a border  of 
undulating  brownish  waves  separates  the  scenes.

Centaurs.  At  the  wedding  of  Pirithous,  a Lapith,  to  Hippodamia,  Pirithous’ 
cousins  the  Centaurs,  unaccustomed  to  drinking  wine  and  urged  on  by  Ares, 
attempted  to  rape  the  bride,  the  other  women  and  several  youths.  A fierce 
battle  ensued  in  which  both  sides  suffered  tremendous  losses.  Ultimately  the 
battle  was  won  by  Theseus  and  the  Lapiths  who  drove  the  Centaurs  off  Mt. 
Pelion.  Consequently,  the  Lapiths  have  been  credited  with  inventing  bridles 
and  bits  for  horses.  The  mosaic  wonderfully  narrates  the  myth  with  scenes  of 
the  Centaurs  ravishing  the  women  as  well  as  dynamic  battle  scenes.  The 
artist  masterfully  arranged  the  tiles  to  create  the  illusion  of  light  and  shadow. 
The  figures  are  actively  posed  with  much  attention  given  to  musculature  and 
individual  details.

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COLOSSAL  ROMAN  TOGATUS 


697.  Colossal  Roman  Limestone  Togatus;  25-50  A.D.  This  funerary  togatus  was  the  central  focus  of 
attention  on  the  facade  of  a monumental  tomb,  several  stories  high,  built  to  hold  the  remains  of  a 
prominent  Roman.  Some  elements  of  the  sculpture  have  been  modified,  such  as  forward  tilt  of  head  and 
enlarged  arm  and  hand,  so  that  it  would  look  natural  at  its  intended  height,  30  to  60  feet,  to  a viewer  on 
the  ground.  The  work  is  clearly  in  the  tradition  of  Roman  Republican  portraiture:  bold,  veristic, 
uncompromisingly  realistic,  yet  going  beyond  mere  likeness  to  offer  the  viewer  a psychological  portrait 
of  a Roman  of  means  and  power.  Dating  from  the  most  interesting  and  best  known  period  of  Roman 
history.  The  sculpture  depicts  a local  aristocrat  in  the  formal  attire  of  a Roman  citizen.  Such  men  as 
this  controlled  the  wealth  of  the  Italian  countryside,  mingled  with  the  greats  of  the  day  such  as 
Tiberius,  Caligula,  and  Claudius,  supported  their  causes  and  conflicts.  The  togatus  has  no  damage  or 
restoration,  other  than  a clean  break  at  the  neck.  The  piece  is  unusual  in  that  it  has  not  been  over- 
restored or  re-worked,  as  was  commonly  done  in  nineteenth  century  England,  where  such  pieces  were 
placed  in  gardens.
